Army White Dress Uniform 


Detailed specifications for the new oat 
to be worn with the Army white dress uni- 
form were issued by the Adjutant General 
this week. Illustrations of the new uni- 
form were printed on page 1064 of the 
ARMY AND Navy JourNat of July 25. 

It is specifically provided that the exist- 
ing white dress clothing may continue to 
be worn, but new uniforms procured here- 
ufter must conform to the new specifica- 
tions. 

The text of the new announcement fol- 
lows:

a. A white dress uniform with lapel collar 
is adopted for wear by commissioned officers 
and warrant officers on occasions for which 
white uniforms are authorized,

simulate the conditions which may be 
expected on the modern battlefield. 

The maneuvers, as planned by Maj. 
Gen. Frank R. McCoy, who commanded 
the Second Army until May 1, 1936, have 
been designed especially to illustrate mod- 
ern war. In doing so, however, he estab- 
lished also the following policies: each 
exercise should be brief, simple and de- 
signed to attain one primary training ob- 
jective; in the preparation of each exer- 
cise due consideration should be given the 
state of training and the physical condi- 
tion of personnel of participating units; 
and that leadership in all phases of plan- 
ning for and the eonduct of maneuvers 
must be fostered throughout the com- 
mand, 

His plan was conceived so as to pro- 
vide training in mobilization; concentra- 
tion by all means of transports—boat, 
train, motor and air; strategic movement 
of large units by modern means of trans- 
portation ; night marches and the organi- 
zation of defensive positions, defensive 
operations, and offensive operations, 

The care and supply of personnel in 
camp, bivouac and during field exercises 
were to be stressed; reconnaissance and 
security were to receive due emphasis. 

While the assembling of the Second 
Army in a single maneuver area was 
recognized as desirable, expense deter- 
mined the plan as finally adopted, which 
is practically a Corps exercise in each of 
the two Corps Areas concerned, though 
both Corps operate under a general Army 
situation wherein a general and normal 
degree of coordination and control is 
exercised by the Army Commander. This 
decision combined with that to stagger 
the exercises of the Corps will result in 
the following very definite advantages: 
First, the Command and Staff of the VI 
Corps will have had an experience and a 
responsibility they would have missed 
had the maneuver been combined; and 
second, the operations of the Red forces, 
i.e., the Mechanized Force and the Air 
Force, (with attached troops) will be 
demonstrated more fully to the personnel 
of each Corps in turn.

Assistant Secretary of War Woodring 
announced this week the award for 50 
Primary Training airplanes to the Stear- 
man Aircraft Company, Wichita, Kan. 
The total amount of the award is $329,- 
659. 


“Although the cost per airplane is less 
than that of past contracts,” the an- 
nouncement stated, “the experimental 
model demonstrated especial efficiency in 
competitive tests conducted by the Mate- 
riel Division, Air Corps, Wright Field, 
Dayton, Ohio. 


“The specifications for this type de- 
mand a simple, rugged airplane with 
economy and ease of production as pri- 
mary requirements. The plane must at- 
tain a speed of 125 miles per hour with 
a reduced cruising speed of 105 miles per 
hour. The airplane must have a gasoline 
supply of four hours’ cruising speed and 
be capable of climbing to a height of 10,- 
000 feet with a full load in 18 minutes. 
The training model receiving the award 
is a biplane with a tandem seating ar- 
rangement so designed that the instructor 
sits in front of the student and is able to 
direct him either by interphone or visual 
signals. It is powered with one 225 h. p., 
7 cylinder, air-cooled Lycoming engine.”

before the President issued an executive order placing 1st, 2d and 8d class postmasters 
under Civil Service, Postmaster General Farley requested an examination for appli- 
cants for the Postmastership at West Point. Thereupon the Civil Service Commission 
announced the examination, and by its action excluded Miss Grace A. Harrington, 
the incumbent, from participating. In her case, it is explained, she fell under the 
previous executive order, and was prohibited from appearing even as an applicant. In 
other words, by Mr. Farley's deliberate spoils tactics, the Government was not only to 
be deprived of the services of an official, the fine character of which has Army-wide 
recognition, but she was to be denied the right to enter into competition for the post, 
which is the sina qua non of the merit system. Obviously the case is concrete evidence 
of the spoilsman at his worst. If the Farley plan to meet the wishes of the local 
democratic boss should be carried out, it will be more difficult than ever for the 
President to justify an Administration policy which has slaughtered efficient post 
masters, placed in their stead men and women of no experience, whose sole qualifica- 
tion was their activity as democratic wheel horses, and blanketed them under Civil 
Service. Of the 14,000 odd Ist, 2d and 3d class postmasters, about 600 only remain as 
hold overs from previous Administrations. While among the latter, Miss Harrington 
had no affiliation or indeed relationship to them. Her's was a Service appointment. 
In accordance with tradition, she was selected as an Army woman to fill an Army 
post. She has done her work well and to the satisfaction of all who had business 
with her office. She has been the custodian of important, confidential papers. She 
realized the necessity of guarding them, and did so while they were in her possession. 
The creature of a boss named as her successor would have no understanding of Ser- 
vice affairs. We submit to the President that it is far better to disappoint a political 
henchman than to violate an honored tradition, and to cast odium upon a system which 
enables the ousting of a thoroughly competent official, Miss Harrington by all means 
should be reappointed. If the President is unwilling to take such action because of 
the meagre pension she is drawing from the New York City schools, then he should 
confine participants in the examination to women of Army connection. In this way, 
he would carry out a tradition which is precious to the Service. 


JUST AS IT IS AMAZING TO FIND Americans serving as traitors, so it is 
amazing to find Americans who condone their conduct. We had believed that in the 
American breast there was abhorrence of the crime of treason. Yet in a magazine 
made known by the pen of Oswald Villard we find an article written by one of our own 
blood who apparently sees nothing to complain of in ex-Service men receiving pay from 
a foreign government in exchange for information relating to our Navy. The writer 
minimizes the importance of the information supplied. Whether the information be 
negligible in value or essential for the protection of the Fleet and, therefore, of the 
Republic, is of less consequence in our mind than the fact that there have been Ameri- 
cans willing to sell their country. In uncovering such agents, and bringing them to the 
bar for exposure, Captain William D. Puleston, Chief of Naval Intelligence, has per- 
formed his duty not only as a patriot but as an officer of the Navy. To cast discredit 
upon his conduct, he is described as a leading “red baiter,” and pictured as thinking a 
“spy hunt his best chance of going out in a blaze of glory.” It is our judgment that 
in passing over Captain Puleston for promotion, the Naval promotion system gave 
another demonstration of its fundamental injustice. But irrespective of this view, the 
fact is that this officer, in his exposure of treason, has rendered a service the im- 
portance of which some day will be revealed, 


THE ATTORNEY GENERAL OF the United States should rule promptly and 
decisively that the Post Exchanges and Ships’ Service Stores on Army and Navy 
reservations are not subject to taxation by municipalities, states or territories, State 
and municipal politicians frequently have made efforts to extend their taxing powers 
to these service sales agencies on Federal reservations, State courts, and” in one 
instance the United States Supreme Court, has repeatedly held that these reserva- 
tions are not within the jurisdiction of the local or state authorities—that they are 
virtually Federal islands in the midst of state territories and as such are as fur re- 
moved from the state as if they were in another land. In the United States this 
remains the rule, except in the case of state gasoline taxes, wherein Congress without a 
moment's deliberation or discussion abdicated its exclusive jurisdiction and left the 
road open for state tax collectors. Now, however, a new threat has arisen in Hawaii 
where the territorial officials are attempting to exact taxes from the Post Exchanges 
and Ships’ Service stores. The claim is made that inasmuch as the entire territory is 
under Federal jurisdiction and certain powers, including that of imposing the taxes 
in question, have been given the local authorities by the Federal Government that their 
powers extend to all the territory including Army and Navy reservations, The claim 
is even asserted, according to word reaching the mainland, that they will impose a 
payroll tax on service personnel employing domestic servants. What the War and 
Navy Departments will do concerning this new assault on these valuable service sales 
agencies is yet to be determined. It is under study by officials of both departments 
who are concerned in the preservation of these agencies designed for the convenience, 
welfare and contentment of the enlisted personnel. The Attorney General should 
make it clear to all authorities that the operation of the national defense, and the 
agencies which contribute to its welfare and efficiency, are not to be the target of 
local sharp-shooting.

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The General Situation for the Second Army Maneuvers: 
A BLUE State (SECOND ARMY area) has strained relations with a RED State 


A BROWN State (PA, NY, DEL. and NJ), with interests closely paralleling those 
of Red, leans strongly toward an alliance with RED. 

BLUE, RED and BROWN all have substantially the same organization of their 
land and air forces. At the outbreak of war RED can have immediately available a 
small froce of mechanized cavalry and a well balanced but small air force. Both BLUE 
and BROWN will start the war without any mechanized forces. BLUE’s aviation will 
consist of observation only for the first few weeks. BROWN is expected to have no 
aviation for the first few months. All three States may be expected to be provided with 
and prepared to employ every weapon of warfare in the hands of any World Power today. 

E can mobilize other forces twice as fast as either RED or BROWN, and if its 
Mobilization Plans are intensively developed for the next six months, it can put into 
the field by 3-M an ARMY of two Corps of three Divisions each, with some Corps 


The retention of NASHVILLE, the RED capital, is of vital political importance to 
RED’s prosecution of the war. The retention of PITTSBURGH is of vital political and 
economic importance to BROWN’s prosecution of the war, and is the supply point for 
the bulk of RED’s major items of munitions. 

GREEN (all territory West of the MISSISSIPPI) will remain neutral throughout. 

The V Corps will advance on Nashville (Red) while the VI Corps is completing 
the delayed concentration in the Allegan, Mich., Area and holding itself in readiness 
pending the declaration of Brown (Pennsylvania) of its neutral state. 

Upon the declaration of war by Brown, the V corps will take the defensive holding 
a bridgehead in the vicinity of Ft. Knox, Ky., while the VI Corps advances on Pitts- 


The Composite Wing of General Headquarters Air Force and the Mechanized Force 
will represent the enemy operating against each corps in turn and against the Blue 
airdromes and assumed industrial plants and other establishments.

The problem for the War Departmen 
appears to be a complicated one. Limite 
funds, limited ground, and avoidance of 
damages makes both the concentratiq 
and the actual maneuver difficult matter 
to arrange on a peace time basis. Coupled 
with these limitations are those, pertaiy. 
ing to elaborate mechanization, and to 
the acceleration of movement provide 
by special vehicles, motors and airplanes, 
in contrast to the extremely limited move 
ment possible for foot units of the Guar! 
whose men do not have time to harde 
and fit themselves for the rigors of field 
service. We will have airplanes moving 
at over 200 miles an hour, tanks an! 
trucks traveling at 25 to 45 miles, ani 
foot troops limited on their first marches 
to 7 or 8 miles a day at 24% miles an how 
As a matter of fact, the active maneuver 
terminates just as the National Guar 
troops—men and animals—are hardening 
into shape for vigorous action. It woull 
seem advisable, considering the funds e 
pended for this particular type of fiell 
training and the fixed overhead expeny, 
to have the period extended to thre 
weeks, or at least to 18 days. By so doin 
the government would receive a mu¢ 
larger return on its investment. 

I will hazard another suggestion. Tho 
requirements of routine exacted by lar 
or by regulation, which impose adminis 
trative details out of keeping with war 
time requirements, add greatly to the 
burden and complications of preparation 
These might well be studied with a view 
to simplification. There seems to be to 
much paper work involved in getting th 
troops into field and maintaining them 
there.

The Lorraine villages assigned as billets to 
the first units of the American Army did not 
present that neat and cheerful appearance 
characteristic of your countryside, but the 
cordiality of the inhabitants and especially 
the cooking ability of the country women so 
highly appreciated by the newcomers, made 
up for the lack of modern comfort in the 
homes. 

These joyous, vigorous young men were the 
delight of their hosts who looked upon them 
as the future comrades in arms of their own 
SOTIK, 

At the front, your soldiers and our own soon 
became friends. A truly mutual fraternal con 
fidence irresistibly sprang up between them. 

At that moment the Americans had their 
pockets full of dollars and at times their 
generosity towards their new friends took a 
very picturesque turn, 

I recall having seen one day an American 
soldier and a French soldier seated side by 
side on the edge of a road. Two empty cham- 
pagne bottles lying alongside of them left no 
doubt as to the source of their exuberance, In 
order that nothing be lost of the third bottle 
which they had been unable to finish, the 
American, with great energy and amidst 
hearty gales of laughter was administering a 
champagne shampoo to his French comrade. 

While our soldiers were greeting your men 
as brothers, they quickly recognized in you, 
General, a leader. 

Your splendid reputation had preceded you. 

One of your superior officers, when speak- 
ing of you a few years before your arrival, 
had stated, “He is the coolest man under fire 
that I have ever known.” 

We had the opportunity one day, General 
Pershing and I, to enter into a competition 
in coolness. We had just inspected that First 
Division which I referred to above, and we 
were returning to his headquarters, The auto 
mobile was speeding along at a good rate. 
Suddenly, as we came to a level crossing 
whose gates had been stupidly left open, we 
saw a locomotive rushing down upon us at 
full speed. My chauffeur taken by surprise 
hesitated, fortunately, for a second only, and 
the locomotive almost grazed the rear of our 
ear. A side glance permitted me to ascertain 
that not a muscle of my companion’s face had 
twitched, It behooved me to display the same 
impassibility. I believe that I succeeded, At 
any rate our conversation went on without 
either of us appearing to have even noticed 
the incident, 

Your military attainments, General, your 
ability as an organizer, had won for you a 
few years earlier an exceptional promotion. 
Mr. Theodore Roosevelt had promoted you 
directly from Captain to Brigadier General, a 
promotion unique in the annals of modern 
armies, Such a promotion must have given 
rise to much envy. I, myself, find it hard not 
to give way to that unworthy sentiment when 
I think that it took me four years to rise from 
Colonel to Marshal of France. 

It is true that your rapid advancement was 
justified by exceptional experience and ser 
vice.

had witnessed the 
You had built roads and schools, 
had reestablished order in rebellious coun 
tries. All this activity, extending over a 
period of time, had developed in you the ad- 
ministrator and organizer. But above every- 
thing else it had tempered a will-power capa 
ble of driving to a successful conclusion any 
thing that you undertook. 

The quickness with which you were able to 
adapt your mind to the conditions of Euro- 
pean warfare should be recognized as one of 
your highest attainments, 

Having conceived the daring project of 
forging a great American Army on the 
French battlefields, your outstanding person- 
ality, overcoming all obstacles, was able to 
carry out its purpose with a tenacity which 
compelled general esteem and admiration, 

Your unflinching determination inspired 
everyone with the certainty that you would 
lead the American Army to victory at any 
cost. 

Your effectives were ever 
prodigious rate. 

By March 1, 1918, 300,000 American soldiers 
had landed. Four complete divisions were 
already engaged in the quiet sectors of Lor- 
raine when the great battle of 1918 started. 

I have the most stirring memory of that 
evening of March 25th when, in view of the 
advances of the German offensive, you came 
spontaneously to offer to the Commander-in- 
Chief of the French Armies the immediate and 
unreserved assistance of the American troops. 

Your own words should be quoted: 

“IT have come to tell you that the American 
people would consider it a great honor for 
our troops to be engaged in the present bat- 
tle. I ask you for this in their name and my 
own. 

“At this moment there are no other ques- 
tions but of fighting. 

“Infantry, artillery, aviation, all that we 
have are yours; use them as you wish. More 
will come, in numbers equal to requirements. 

“T have come especially to tell you that the 
American people will be proud to take part in 
the greatest battle of history.”

At the request of General Foch, who a few 
days later became Commander-in-Chief of the 
Allies, America made even greater efforts and 
speeded up her shipments of troops, 

240,000 Americans landed in May ; 280,000 in 
June; 300,000 in July. The President of the 
United States then solemnly promised to send 
to Europe more than 100 divisions within a 
year, 

At Cantigny, Belleau Woods and Chateau 
Thierry your first large units displayed im 
mediately their combat value and the results 
of their splendid training. 

On September 12th, the American Army, 
fighting as such for the first time, won a bril- 
liant vietory in reducing the St, Mibiel salient. 

Then began the Meuse-Argonne battle 
where a million American soldiers, capturing 
formidable strongholds, crossed the Meuse 
and never stopped until the Armistice when 
they were in front of Metz ready to invest 
that stronghold. 

Thus, thanks to the ever increasing power 
of the American Army, both as regards num- 
bers and efficiency, thanks to the ability and 
indomitable energy of its leader, victory came 
to the Allies, and the Cause of Liberty 
triumphed, 

That, General, is why you are so popular in 
France. 

liow many times have I seen, even in the 
most humble homes, your portrait in a simple 
and beflowered frame. 

Everywhere, and particularly in that Lor 
raine where the American Army—which was 
its liberator—has left so many stirring traces 
and glorious memories, your name will con 
tinue to be reverenced to the same extent as 
those of our greatest national heroes, 

Your words “Lafayette, we are here” will 
fill a unique place among our historical say 
ings. For us they ring all the stronger for 
they belong to that domain of gratitude which 
we devoutly maintain in France towards the 
American soldiers, 

It is in recalling once more the friendship 
which exists between our two countries, a 
friendship sealed on the battlefields of 
America and France, that I am happy to ex 
anew my affection to the Brother in 
Arms, to the Companion of grave hours, and 
to the Friend of today, 

Gentlemen, let us raise our glasses in honor 
of General Pershing, to the glory of the 
American Army and to the prosperity of the 
United States.

General Pershing’s Address 

General Pershing replied as follows to 
the addresses of the French leaders: 
Mr. President, Marshal Pétain, General Gou 

raud, and Friends: 

It was about a year ago, at a dinner given 
by the Comité France-Amérique to Marshal 
Franchet d’Esperey to celebrate his election 
to the Institute, that I learned confidentially 
from my friend, President Hanotaux, that my 
name had been proposed for membership in 
that lustrious company. I was greatly sur 
prised, and it was not until my election that I 
could bring myself to believe that the Acad 
emy would honor me by this distinction. 

This evening I am the honored guest of the 
Comité France-Amérique, I deeply appre 
ciate the kindness of the Comité, The occa 
sion has made it’ possible for me to meet 
many friends and co-workers in the cause of 
Franco-American friendship. I am especially 
pleased at the presence of several of my con- 
fréres of the Institute, Thus, my cup of hap 
piness seems full to overflowing. 

I am quite overcome by the warmth of this 
reception and regard it as further evidence of 
the friendly attitude of France toward my 
country. But lL am somewhat confused, after 
the very cordial remarks of President Hano- 
taux, and have to think twice to decide which 
country I belong to. However, the constant 
solicitude and attention of the French people 
have always caused me to feel at home in 
France and tonight, for that reason, I am 
under renewed obligations to you all, 

M. le Maréchal, to you personally, I wish 
to express my sincere thanks for your very 
complimentary words regarding the Ameri- 
can war-time Army and its Commander-in- 
Chief. The veterans of that Army will rejoice 
to hear your flattering commendation of their 
service in France, 

I remember our first meeting as though it 
had occurred but yesterday. It was at your 
headquarters at Compiégne. After luncheon 
you gave me clearly and frankly a resumé of 
the general situation; we discussed and 
planned for future cooperation and agreed 
upon the first offensive to be undertaken by 
the American Army when it should attain 
sufficient strength. It was on this visit that I 
got my first glimpse of the front. It was 
under the guidance of General d’Esperey. We 
soon became a target for the enemy's artillery 
and we retired much faster than we had ap- 
proached. 

We may not be able to agree upon an exact 
definition of leadership, but we have no diffi- 
culty in recognizing a leader. You had already 
shown the essential gifts of a great leader by 
your heroic defense of Verdun, That remark- 
able achievement by the valiant French 
troops under your command, inspired as it 
was by your historic words, “They shall not 








pass,” will long remain without a parallel in 
the annals of warfare. 

I used to think, when we were together, 
that at times I could fathom your thoughts 
aus memories of those terrible days and nights 
at Verdun seemed to return to your mind, I 
could feel the depth of your emotion and 
could realize how your infinite compassion 
for those who there made the supreme sacri 
fice entirely obliterated the thought that 
there also you had left your name inscribed 
among the world s immortals, 

When you were selected to command the 
army, it was disheartened by the disaster of 
the early spring of 1917. A difficult situation 
confronted you, but you met it courageously 
and with extreme patience and understanding. 
On my visits with you to your divisions I was 
impressed by your kindly manner and par 
ticularly by the wise counsel you gave your 
officers. Guided as you were by sincere af 
fection and sympathy, no one could have 
equalled you in the delicate task of restoring 
their wonted morale to the army and to the 
French people, 

Speaking in lighter vein, I recall an inel 
dent that occurred one day when we were 
inspecting the billets of an American divi 
sion I had preceded you up a rather rickety 
ladder to the hay mow. As I stepped aside to 
let you pass and stood near one of the bunks, 
you did not recognize me in the rather dim 
light, and stopped to look me over. You said 
in French, “Sergeant are your men content 
up here?” To which I replied, “Oul mon 
Général, nous sommes trés contents.” You 
passed on evidently under the mistaken im 
pression that American sergeants spoke ex 
cellent French! Although a flood of memories 
fills my mind, I must get on, 

The American troops, while still unsea- 
soned, had the advantage of association with 
their veteran French comrades, but as an 
army we were deticlent in material due 
especially to our earlier, almost exclusive 
shipments of infantry and machine gun units 
upon the urgent request of the Allies, In the 
early days of our independent operations 
you generously provided us with additional 
aviation, artillery and tanks and otherwise 
gave us liberal assistance, Your unflagging 
interest in our problems contributed greatly 
to our success, 

When you visited America in 1931, M. le 
Maréchal, you must have been deeply moved 
by the outbursts of enthusiasm that greeted 
you wherever you went, The warm friendship 
shown in your cordial welcome by Americans 
of all classes had its origin far back in the 
history of our country when our two peoples 
joined forces in the cause of liberty. We 
remember with lasting gratitude the im 
portant part played by France, without which 
our struggle for independence could not have 
been successful, 

But the boisterous reception accorded you 
had more than a historical basis. It was a 
personal tribute to a great military chieftain 
and friend, I was proud to be at your side 
and to witness the happy demonstrations in 
your honor, The Immense crowds that filled 
the streets striving to get a glimpse of you 


but reflected the sentiments of our whole 
people, especially our veterans who had 
learned to look upon you as their beloved 


comrade, 

I cannot pass without paying tribute to 
the French Poilu. His gallantry and his 
patriotism were unsurpassed, Battling against 
an enemy that threatened his home, he proved 
himself undaunted by adversity and threw 
his life into the balance with reckless aban- 
don, A nation composed of such men must 
faithfully continue its onward progress to 
ward the goal of its destiny--the advance 
ment of civilization, 

And now I shall ask you all to join me 
in a toast to the friendship that unites our 
two countries and to the gallant war-time 
armies of France and to the immortal soldier 
who led them to victory, Maréchal P6tain.

Reorganized Infantry Regiment—-All records of tests of the proposed new organiza- 
tion for the Infantry regiment conducted at Fort Benning, Ga., by the 29th Infantry 
together with the recommendations made by the Commandant’s office, The Infantry 
School, are in the hands of the Chief of Infantry, Maj. Gen. Edward Croft, USA, and 
are under study in his office. General Croft indicated this week that the reports and 
recommendations would be turned over to the Chief of Staff shortly for further study 
and approval, Just what the tests showed was not made public, but it was intimated 
that they were more than satisfactory, 

‘ollowing the staff's study, the reports will be used in connection with the division 
reorganization study. Then the Infantry’s regiment reorganization program will be 
tried out with the Field Artillery, Engineers, Medical Corps and other division units 
to work out a complete division reorganization. This, it is said, may take another 
year of study, planning and testing before it is actually put into use. 

The trend throughout the world today is toward smaller divisions with greater 
firing power and higher speed and the Army’s new division set-up will be along those 
lines. 








Battleship Construction—-The prevision of Admiral Standley in inducing the President 
to authorize plans for the construction of two battleships is justified by the announce- 
ment of a like purpose by the British Government, and a Japanese declaration that 
four new capital ships are to be laid down next year, The British action is based upon 
the realization that peace lies in strength, not in weakness. Had the British Fleet been 
kept as relatively strong during the years of German naval construction as prior to 
the attempt of the Kaiser to contest for the supremacy of the seas, the world war 
might have been postponed and even averted, or at least localized. ad the 
superiority of the British Fleet after the World War been continued, Mussolini would 
not have dared to invoke the might of Britain by his conquest of Ethiopia and threat 
to the communications of the Empire. Awake to the fact that power means peace, 
the Baldwin Ministry has embarked upon a far reaching naval, military and air pro- 
gram, which includes, as mentioned above, two formidable battleships. Their con- 
struction is deemed essential although the inquiry into the value of this type of ship 
vs. the airplane has not yet been ended; the conclusion being inescapable that that 
inquiry will reveal that the battleship has its place on the seas just as the airplane 
has its place in the skies. In building battleships for the American Navy, the obvious 
purpose is not to fight Great Britain any more than it is British purpose in her pro 
gram of construction to fight the United States. Our battleships although mostly 
modernized still are antiquated, Their replacement in order to assure our defense 
long has been obvious. But such action is the more necessary in view of the Japanese 
purpose to build four capital ships. The fate of China and of Ethiopia against 
modern equipment is too evident to permit our land and interests to be protected by 
weakness. As to the design and characteristics of the new battleships, the matter of 
speed, guns and armor, the American people can be assured they will certainly be 
the equal of anything in the world. If we are permitted to boast just a little we may 
add that our well trained personnel will know how to fight them! 


Replacing Army Subsistence.—Paragraph 2f (3) of AR 35-1800 has been rewritten, 
according to War Department Circular No, 46. It now reads as follows: 

An officer who, under the provisions of Army Regulations, is “subsisted by an 
enlisted” organization during active operations or exercises in the field will make 
“deductions” on his pay account for the number of “days subsisted” during the month 
and the disbursing officer “paying his pay voucher will make up the amount deducted 
to the credit of the appropriation ‘Replacing Subsistence of the Army’ for subsistence 
furnished at the rate announced in War Department circulars for the commutation 
value of the garrison ration” prescribed for the fiscal year. 


Airial Navigation—The 7th Bombardment Group's Navigation School is now well 
under way with the able instruction of Ist Lt. Walter R. Agee and Richard ©, Lind- 
say, Air Corps. The course has been improved and extended to include celestial 
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navigation. A new class consisting of Ist Lt. John J. Morrow (9th Squadron), Ist 
Lt. Edward W. Suarez (Headquarters), Ist Lt. George D. Campbell, Jr., (ssp, 
Squadron), Ist Lt. William M. Garland (70th Service Squadron) and 2nd Lt, Pani 
(. Ashworth (1ith Squadron), was started July 6th with Lt. Agee as instructor, In 
addition to the intricacies of drift meters, course and distance computers, and thy 
preliminaries of the “seven flyings” the members of the new class have been getting 
transition on the Douglas OA-4B’s and doing water landings at Clear Lake in 
anticipation of the work which will soon be conducted over the waters of the Pacify 

Another new feature of the Navigation School is the course in Meteorolog, 
under the instruction of Ist Lt. TH. H. Bassett, Air Corps, who has recently joing 
the forces at Hamilton Field, California. Lt. Bassett spent the past year studying 
Meterorology at California Tech, 


Study Air Sites——On August 2. 1946, the Sist Bonmbardment Squadron, in conjuye 
tion with other squadrons of the 7th Bombardment Group, leaves Hamilton Fielq 
Calif. on what promises to be one of the most interesting flights the squadron has 
ever undertaken. The plans call for a squadron flight to Boise, Idaho, via Reno, 
Nevada, where the squadron will operate for about a week, conducting daily flights 
throughout the region in order to obtain the necessary detailed information relatiyp 
to facilities available in that area for the accommodations of air units. 

While a complete schedule has not been made for the flight, tentative plans ¢qjj 
for this squadron to make the trip with eight of the new B-10B bi-motored Martiy 
bombardment aircraft. These airplanes are the latest type of bombers, with a wing 
spread of 70 feet, weight fully loaded approximately 14,000 pounds, gasoline capa 
city 452 gallons and a high speed of approximately 210 miles per hour. They are 
truly the modern dreadnaughts of the air. Each plane carries a crew of four, the 
pilot, bomber and gunner, radio operator, and a rear gunner. The plans call for 
fourteen officers, two flying cadets, and sixteen enlisted men to make the trip, 

The 31st Bombardment Squadron is one of the oldest squadrons in the air Corp 
It was originally organized as the 31ist Aero Squadron at Kelly Field, Texas in 1917 

Officers and men of the 31st Squadron are looking forward to this trip and ex 
pect each day to bring forth new and varied experiences. As a number of cities and 
airports will be visited daily, this squadron anticipates a week of interesting events 
and incidents during its visit to the northwest. 


Fleet Vessels Returning to Bases—Many of the ships ef the fleet, particularly the 
larger units, this week, began the return yvogages from distant ports to the bases at 
Long Beach, San Pedro, and San Diego. From Pearl Harbor, eight battleships, under 
the command of Admiral Arthur J. Hepburn, in the fleet flagship Pennsylvania 
departed on July 31, en route to California. They are due to arrive about August 7 
Sailing with the Pennsylvania, were the New Mexico, flagship of Admiral William 
DD. Leahy, commander in chief of the battle fleet, the Maryland, flying the flag of Vice 
Adm. Clarence S. Kempff, commanding the battleship divisions, the Texas, with 
Rear Adm. Manley H. Simons on board, the Idaho, flagship of Rear Adm. Joseph K 
Taussig, the Arizona, flagship of Rear Adm. C. C. Block, the Mississippi, commanded 
by Capt. William I. Gaddis, making his first cruise in command of a capital ship 
and the Tennessee, which is shortly to be commanded by Capt. Laurence N. MeNair, 
in place of Capt. George B. Wright, under treatment at San Diego. 

Soon after the battleships arrive at the fleet base, Capt. Harvey Delano will 
assume command of the Idaho as the relief of Capt. Arthur C, Stott; Capt. Milo F 
Draemel will take command of the Pennsylvania, relieving Capt. Russell Willson, 
and Capt. Fred F. Rogers will report to command the Texas, as the relief of Capt 
Sherwood A, Taffinder. 

Down from northern waters on the Alaskan coast and from ports in Puget 
Sound, the cruisers of the battle fleet and the Scounting Force steamed over the 
week end. Concluding their visit to Tacoma on July 31, the following heavy cruisers 
got under way for “home”: the Houston, flagship of Vice Adm. William 'T. Tarrant, 
the Chicago, flying the flag of Rear Adm. Edward B. Fenner, the San Franeisco, 
under the command of Capt. “Pete” Beck, the Minneapolis, commanded by Capt 
Chester Hl. J. Keppler, the Chester, commanded by Capt. Harry J. Abbett, and the 
Pensacola. 

Of the remainder of Adm. Turrant’s ships, the New Orleans and Astoria pre 
pared to leave Newport for August visits to the Maine Coast at Portland and Bar 
Harbor; the Tuscalloosa and Louisville remained at anchor at Long Beach, and the 
Northampton and Portland continued their overhauls at Bremerton and Pearl 
Harbor, respectively. 

Of the cruisers, attached to the battle force, and under the command of Rear 
Adm. Walter N. Vernou in the Concord, the following movements were scheduled 
over the end of the month: the Concord completed her dockmg at Mare Island, the 
Richmond concluded her visit to Mazatlan, Mexico, and headed north for her base 
at San Diego, and the Milwaukee and Omaha, the latter commanded by Capt. Her 
bert A. Jones, departed from Tacoma and headed south, eventually to rejoin the 
Marblehead and Trenton, which remained at anchor at San Diego during July. 

The Midshipmen’s Training Squadron, consisting of the Arkansas, commanded by 
Capt. John S. Barleon, flag captain for Rear Adm. Wilson Brown, and the Wyoming 
under the command of Capt. Clarence N. Hinecamp, were at sea over the end of the 
month, enroute from Cherburg, France, to the southern drill grounds, where the 
ships will fire a modified short range practice, with the midshipmen making up the 
turret crews. The Oklahoma, which was detached for emergency service on the 
coast of Spain, after transferring her midshipmen to the other ships, may not returt 
until after several weeks to the navy yard, Norfolk, whree she is due to have work 
done on her turret guns, before returning to the west coast to rejoin Batdiv, One. 

Rear Adm. Clark H. Woodward, commanding destroyers, Battle Force, departed 
from Alaskan waters in his flagship, the Detroit, on July 31 en route to Portland, 
Oregon. Sailing with the Detroit, was Squadron Six, less division 16, which spent 
July at their base at San Diego, headed for Port Angeles, in Puget Sound, where 
the ships are due to arrive August 1. Destroyer squadron 2, under the command 
Capt. Freddie Poteet, in the leader Decatur, left Pearl Harbor on July 31 in com 
pany with the battleships, and are expected to arrive at their base at San Diego 
about August 7. 

Division II, consisting of the Trevor, Zane, Wasmouth, and Perry, after tw? 
weeks cruising in Alaskan waters, spent the last nine days of July at Mare Island 

Not until the early part of October, will all the ships of Destroyers, Scouting 
Force, be reunited at their base and under the eye of their new commander, Rea 
Adm. J. O. Richardson. His flagship, the Raleigh, under the command of Capt. Ea: 
ward J. Foy, is in the middle of a major overhaul at the Navy Yard, Norfolk. She 
is due for completion on September 15. Meanwhile, Adm. Richardson, in his te? 
porary flagship, the Dobbin, after a visit to Port Angeles, Wash., sailed southward 
on July 31, accompanied by the following ships of squadron 20: Dewey Hull. 
Worden, which are enroute to Portland Oregon, and the Farragut, with Capt. D. W. 
Bagley on board Monaghan, and Aylwin. The Macdonough and Dale were detailed 
to San Diego for July. Divisions 1 and 2 were en route to Guantanamo with re 
servists on board; other divisions of Squadron 10 were scattered over the month- 
end as follows: Divisions 3 and 28 at New York; 29 at Boston, 7 and 8 at Newpor 
and 9 at Norfolk. Squadron 10 is expected to complete the schedule of reservists 
cruises by mid-August and thereafter to make preparations to steam for the west 
coast. 
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Proposed Naval Reserve Bill 

A tentative bill for the reorganization 
of the Naval Reserve, drafted in the 
Navy Department after conferences with 
the President, members of Congress, the 
Chief of yperations, and the Chief of the 
pureau of Navigation, is now in the hands 
of the commandants of the various naval 
districts with a view to securing their 
opinions and those of leading naval re- 
serve officers. 

The bill which is purely a_ tentative 
draft contains many of the ideas of the 
Navy Department committee which was 
appointed over a year ago by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy to make recommenda- 
tions for a new bill but differs in some 
respects. 

The Naval Reserve is at present oper- 
ating under the 1925 bill which cannot 
meet present day requirements. 

Under the bill the Naval Reserve will 
ye composed of three branches: the Or- 
ganized Naval Reserve, the Volunteer 
Naval Reserve and the Merchant Marine 
Naval Reserve. The general intent of the 
iil, according to the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, is to effect a better coordination be- 
ween the Regular and Reserve com- 
ynents by eliminating all possible dis- 
eiminating provisions contained in pres- 
ent law. 

The Commandants and other officers 
commenting on the bill have been re- 
juested to make their recommendations 
yefore Sept. 15, 1936. 

The text of the proposed bill follows : 

To provide for the creation, organization, 
administration, and maintenance of the 
United States Naval Reserve, United States 
Marine Corps Reserve, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That there is 
hereby created and established the United 
States Naval Reserve and the United States 
Marine Corps Reserve. The Naval Reserve 
shall consist of three branches, namely, the 
Organized Naval Reserve, the Volunteer Naval 
Reserve, and the Merchant Marine Naval Re- 
serve. The Marine Corps Reserve shall consist 
of two branches, namely, the Organized Ma- 
rine Corps Reserve and the Volunteer Marine 
Corps Reserve. 

Sec. 2. That the Naval Reserve and the 
Marine Corps Reserve created by this Act 
shall be component parts of the United States 
Navy and the United States Marine Corps, re 
spectively, and the Naval Reserve and the 
Marine Corps Reserve shall be recruited, or- 
ganized and maintained in accordance with 
the provisions of this Act. The Marine Corps 
Reserve created by this Act shall be subject 
to all the provisions hereof and the provisions 
of such other Acts as may hereafter be en- 
ted with respect to the Naval Reserve, ex- 
cept as may be necessary to adapt said pro- 
visions to the Marine Corps Reserve. The 
Naval Reserve and the Marine Corps Reserve 
shall be under the authority of the Secretary 
of the Navy, and the filling of their require- 
ments shall be included in the scope of the 
duties of the various bureaus and offices of 
the Navy Department with respect to the 
Naval Establishment. 

Sec. 3. That the Act of Feb. 28, 1925, entitled 
An Act for the creation, organization, ad- 
ministration and maintenance of a Naval Re- 
serve and a Marine Corps Reserve,” (43 Stat.

by appointment or enlistment therein under 
regulations prescribed by the Secretary of the 
Navy, as in this Act provided, obligate them 
selves to serve in the Navy in time of war or 
during the existence of a national emergency 
declared by the President.

Sec. 6. That there shall be allowed in the 
Naval Reserve the various ranks, grades, in- 
cluding the grade of aviation cadet, and rat- 
ings corresponding to those in the regular 
Navy, except as otherwise provided in this 
Act. All appointments and promotions of 
officers and enlistments and changes in rat 
ings of men in the Naval Reserve and trans 
fer to and from any branches or classes 
therein, unless otherwise provided in this 
Act, shall be made in accordance with regula 
tions prescribed by the Secretary of the Navy: 
Provided, That persons appointed to com- 
missioned grades in the Naval Reserve shall 
be commissioned by the President alone, and 
those appointed to midshipman, aviation cadet 
and warrant grades shall be appointed or 
warranted by the Secretary of the Navy. En 
listments in the Naval Reserve shall be for a 
term of four years subject to the provisions 
of Section 9 of this Act, and may be extended 
for periods of 1,2, 3, or 4 years in accordance 
with regulations prescribed by the Secretary 
of the Navy.

Sec. 7. That commissioned officers appointed 
to the Naval Reserve shall be commissioned 
to serve during the pleasure of the President, 
in grades or ranks not above that of lieu- 
tenant commander, except that a small per- 
centage of officers who may be required in 
the higher grades or ranks, may be commis- 
sioned in the grades or ranks of commodore, 
captain and commander. The warrant officers 
appointed to the Naval Reserve shall be war- 
ranted to serve during the pleasure of the 
Secretary of the Navy. In the Organized 
Naval Reserve the total number of officers in 
such higher grades or ranks shall not exceed 
44/100 of one per centum of the actual number 
of enlisted men regularly assigned to the 
divisions or other units of the Organized 
Naval Reserve entitled to pay as provided in 
Section 30 of this Act. In the Volunteer Naval 
Reserve and in the Merchant Marine Naval 
Reserve the total number of officers in such 
higher grades or ranks shall not exceed two 
per centum of the actual number of commis- 
sioned officers in each of these branches. 

Sec. 8 That there shall be allowed in the 
Naval Reserve one officer of the grade or rank 
of commodore, and the remaining officers 
above the grade or rank of lieutenant com- 
mander shall be distributed in the grades or 
ranks of captain and commander in such man 
ner as the Secretary of the Navy may pre- 
scribe, Whenever a final fraction occurs in 
computing the authorized number of officers 
in these said higher grades or ranks, the 
nearest whole number shall be regarded as 
the authorized number: Provided, That to 
determine the authorized number of officers 
in the grades or ranks above lieutenant com- 
mander as provided in this section, computa-

war or national emergency, declared by the 
President to exist, officers and enlisted men 
of the Naval Reserve, created by this Act, 
shall be subject to separation therefrom in 
the same manner as may be provided by or 
in pursuance of law for the separation of 
officers and enlisted men of the regular Navy, 
subject to the provisions of Section 12 of

Sec. 10. That hereafter the Secretary of the 
Navy is authorized to appoint midshipmen 


to the Naval Academy from enlisted men of 
the Naval Reserve and Marine Corps Reserve 
under similar conditions as preseribed by law 
for appointments from enlisted men of the 
Navy Provided, That not more than fifty 
midshipmen shall be appointed in any one

Sec, 11. That the President is hereby an 
thorized to order to active duty annually, with 
their consent, for a period of not more than 
one year for any one officer, upon application 
to and selection by the Navy Department, not 
to exceed at any one time five hundred Naval 
Reserve and one hundred Marine Corps Re 
serve officers, exclusive of aviation cadets, in

Sec. 14. That officers and enlisted men who 
may have heretofore been transferred to the 
retired list of the Naval Reserve Force or the 
Naval Reserve with pay or may hereafter be 
transferred to the retired list of the Naval 
Reserve with pay, shall at all times be subject 
to the laws, regulations, and orders for the 
government of the Navy: And provided 
further, That for the purpose of carrying the 
provisions of this section and the preceding 
section into effect, officers and men may be 
retained on or returned to a duty status with-

Sec. 15. That commissioned officers of the 
Naval Reserve, including those on the honor- 
ary retired list or who may have been re- 
tired, when employed on active duty or on 
training duty, with pay, or when employed 
in authorized travel to and from such duty, 
shall receive the pay and allowances, includ- 
ing longevity pay, as provided by law for the 
Reserve Force of the United States, and shall 
when traveling under orders or under compe- 
tent authority receive transportation in kind, 
mileage or actual expenses as provided by law 
for travel performed by officers of the regu- 
lar Navy. Midshipmen, warrant officers and

days Provided further, That officers and 
enlisted men while employed on active duty 
or on training duty, with pay, which involves 
the actual flying in aircraft in accordance 
with regulations prescribed by the Secretary 
of the Navy, shall receive the same increase 
of the pay of their grades, ranks or ratings, 
as may be received by officers and enlisted 
men in similar grades, ranks and ratings in 
the regular Navy for the performance of 
similar duty. . 

Sec. 16. That in time of peace enlisted men 
of the Naval Reserve shall be issued articles 
of uniform, bedding, and equipment in ac- 
cordance with regulations to be prescribed 
by the Secretary of the Navy: Provided, That 
upon first reporting for active duty in time 
of war or national emergency enlisted men 
of the Naval Reserve shall receive in addition 
a uniform outfit of the same value as may be 
authorized for enlisted personnel of the regu 


lar Navy upon first enlistment. 

Sec. 17. That if in time of peace any officer 
or enlisted man of the Naval Reserve is in 
jured physically in the line of duty while 


performing active duty, authorized training 
duty with or without pay, or when employed 
in authorized travel to or from such duty or 
while performing authorized drills, equiva- 
lent instruction or duty, appropriate duties, 
or other such duty duly authorized by proper 
authority, or dies as the result of such physi 
eal injury, he or his beneficiaries shall be en 
titled to all the benefits prescribed by law 
for civil employees of the United States who 
are physically injured in the line of duty 
or who die as the result thereof, and the 
United States Employees Compensation Com; 
mission shall have jurisdiction in such cases 
and shall perform the same duties with refer- 
ence thereto as in the cases of civil employees 
of the United States so injured: Provided, 
That in no case shall sickness or disease be 
regarded as an injury within the meaning of 
this section relating to the Naval Reserve: 
Provided further, That members of the Naval 
Reserve who contract sickness or disease in 
line of duty while performing active or train- 
ing duty, may, for the purpose of receiving 
treatment and compensation during the con- 
tinuance of such sickness or disease, be re 
tained on active or treining duty beyond the 
period stated in their orders thereto, but not 
in excess of six months: And provided further, 
That for the purpose of determining the bene 
fits to which entitled under the provisions of 
this section, reservists who are injured or 
contract sickness or disease in line of duty 
while performing active or training duty ina 
non-pay status will be held and considered as 
receiving the pay and allowances which they 
would have received if in a pay status, 

Sec. 18. That officers of the Naval Reserve 
of the same rank shall take precedence among 
themselves by date of commission, appoint 
ment or warrant. Officers of the same date of 
commission, appointment or warrant shall 
take precedence according to such regula- 
tions as the Secretary of the Navy may pre 
seribe: Provided, That former officers of the 
Navy or Coast Guard who, within four months 
from date of separation therefrom are or have 
heen appointed in the Naval Reserve in the 
same grade or rank held in the regular Navy 


or Coast Guard shall be given the same date 
of precedence as that last held by them in the 
Navy or Coast Guard 

See 19. That in time of peace, officers of 


the Naval Reserve shall take precedence with 
but after officers of the same rank or grade 
in the regular Navy. When mobilized with 
the regular Navy for war or national emer 
gency, officers of the Naval Reserve shall, for 
the duration of the war or national emer

Sec, 20. That in time of war or national 
emergency, officers of the active list of the 
Naval Reserve or the Marine Corps Reserve 
employed on active duty shall be advanced in 
grade and rank in the same manner as is 
or may be prescribed for officers of the regu- 
lar Navy or the Marine Corps, respectively, 
in such numbers for each grade or rank, 
not above the grade or rank of captain, as

Sec. 20. That in time of peace, except as 
herein otherwise provided, officers and en- 
listed men of the Organized Naval Reserve 
shall be required to perform such training 
duty, not to exceed fifteen days annually, as 
may be poccserses by the Secretary of the 
Navy, unless excused therefrom for good and 
sufficient reasons by, direction of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy: Provided, That they may 
be given additional training or other duty, 
either with or without pay, as may be au- 
thorized, with their consent, by direction of 
the Secretary of the Navy: Provided further, 
That when authorized training or other duty 
without pay is performed by such officers or 
men they may, in the discretion of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, be furnished with trans- 
portation to and from such duty, and, durin 
the performance of such duty, be furnish 
subsistence in kind or commutation thereof at 
a rate to be fixed from time to time by the 
Secretary of the Navy. 

That officers and enlisted men of 
the Naval Reserve shall receive compensation 
at the rate of one-thirtieth of the monthly 
base pay of their grades, ranks or ratings, 
not to exceed $10.00 for attending, under com- 
petent orders, each regular drill duly pre- 
scribed under the authority of the Secretary 
of the Navy for the organization to which 
attached, or for the performance of an ual 
amount of such other equivalent instruction 
or ee or appropriate duties, as may be 
prescribed by the Secretary of the Navy: Pro- 
vided, That no such officer or enlisted man 
shall receive pay for more than 60 drills or 
periods of other equivalent instruction or 
duty or appropriate duties in any one fiscal 
year: Provided further, That week-end 
cruises shall not be regarded as drills or 
other equivalent instruction or duty or appro- 
priate duties. 

Sec, 31. Such officers of the Naval Reserve 
as may be designated by the Secretary of 
the Navy, regularly assigned to and com- 
manding organizations prescribed by the 
Secretary of the Navy, and having adminis- 
trative duties, shall receive compensation at 
the rate of $240.00 per year for the faithful 
performance of the administrative duties 
connected therewith.

further, That in time of war or national emer- 
gency a further sum of $150 for the purchase 
of required uniforms shall be paid to officers 
of the Naval Reserve when they first report 
for active duty. 

Sec. 33. That an inspection of the units of 
the Organized Naval Reserve shall be made 
at least once each year by officers of the 
regular Navy detailed by the Secretary of 
the Navy for that purpose, and said officers 
shall report to the Secretary of the Navy 
upon the qualifications, organization, and 
administration of said organizations. 

Sec. 34. That of the organized militia, as 
provided by law, such part as may be duly 
prescribed in any State, Territory, or the 
District of Columbia, shall constitute a Naval 
Militia. Any officer or enlisted man of such 
Naval Militia may, in the discretion of the 
Secretary of the Navy, be appointed or en- 
listed in the Naval Reserve and assigned to 
the Organized Naval Reserve in the grade,

armament, equipment, and other facilities of

The Merchant Marine Naval Reserve shall 
be composed of two classes: the Active Class 
and the Inactive Class.

29th Division Concentration 

The 29th Division will concentrate at 
Indiantown Gap, 20 miles east of Harris- 
burg, Pennsylvania, for field training, 
Aug. 8 to 22, both dates inclusive. 

The military authorities, State of Penn- 








ylvania, have extended to the 29th Divi- 
sion the courtesy of the use of their 
slendid new camp site at Indiantown 
Gap. This will be the first concentration 
of the Blue and Gray Division since the 
World War. Officers and men alike are 
looking forward to it with keen interest. 

The concentration and movement of 
the Division will be based upon the 
mobilization plans of the several states 
and District of Columbia. The Virginia 
Units will concentrate at Front Royal, 
the Maryland Units at Camp Ritchie. The 
District of Columbia and Pennsylvania 
Units, together with certain Headquar- 
ters Units, will go directly to Indiantown 
Gap, Pennsylvania.

Following that movement, the motors will 
ve dispatched to Camp Ritchie in Western 
Maryland for the purpose of convoying 
the Maryland troops from Camp Ritchie 
lo Indiantown Gap. 

The last Unit of the Division will ar- 
tive at Indiantown Gap Wednesday after- 
noon, Aug. 12th. The remainder of the first 
week will be devoted to training of batta- 
lion, regiments and brigades, including 
ervice practice of the 75’s and 155 regi- 
ments, The second week will be devoted 
lo two forty-eight hour maneuvers and 
4 Division Review to the Chief of staff 
of the Army, General Malin Craig. The 
first forty-eight hour problem will be the 
Division in defense, will all Units bivou- 
acked in position.

That he shall take the necessary steps 
for the protection of red frontier, but that 
until further orders, no elements of his 
forces will approach within 10 miles of 
the frontier. 

That in case of the outbreak of hostil- 
ities, he will advance rapidly across the 
border, gain contact with the blue force 
and delay its advance pending mobiliza- 
tion of troops for the defense of Nash- 
ville.

He will be in 
formed that blue has concentrated a force 
estimated as a weak Corps reinforced by 
a Brigade of horse Cavalry at Fort Knox, 
Ky.

The foregoing orders will result in a 
meeting of the red and blue forces under 
conditions making combat inevitable. 
Thereafter, operations will depend upon 
the decisions of the Commanders and the 
ability of the units to execute, in spite of 
enemy reaction, the orders issued. The 
maneuver will be as free as is practicable, 
the control by umpires being limited to 
that necessary to insure, first, that op 
erations do not take place on terrain not 
secured for maneuver purposes ; and, sec 
ond, that the maximum number of 
troops possible be given opportunity to 
participate in combat under modern con- 
ditions.

Allegan-Custer Area 

The information of the declaration of 
war will be given troops of the VI Corps 
Area at the same time as to the V Corps 
Area. The actual mobilization and con 
centration will be delayed until termina- 
tion of the maneuver in the VI Corps 
Area, in order that the red forces (me- 
chanized Cavalry and attached troops) 
may move from the Knox to the Allegan- 
Custer area where the mobilization will 
actually be effected, though in theory the 
VI Corps is concentrating to reinforce 
the V Corps, or to make a drive towards 
Pittsburgh should the situation require 
it. 

On the 8 and 9 of August the 12th Bri- 
gade with attached units will occupy a 
defensive line east of the Allegan area to

cover the concentration of the balance of 
the Corps and the Army troops. The con- 
centration will be completed on the 9th of 
August. 

On the 10th, 11th and 12th the V Corps 
will complete the mobilization and its 
organization for supply and training. On 
August 18 there will be a forward move- 
ment to concealed bivouacs in prepara- 
tion for the occupation of the defensive 
position held by the covering forces, At 
this time information of the approach of 
the RED Corps, covered by Red Mechan- 
ized Force, will have been received. Dur- 
ing the night August 13-14 and in the 
early morning of the 14th, the 12th Bri- 
gade will be relieved by the 32d and 38d 
Divisions. The Brigade will then be 
transferred to the RED side. 

Actual contact of the opposing forces 
will occur on the 14th. Thereafter the 
maneuver events will develop in accord- 
ance with orders given by opposing Com- 
manders and will be controlled as already 
described for the maneuver of the V 
Corps. 

On the 17th and 18th of August a move- 
ment by truck for approximately 40 miles 
of the VI Corps will be made, with ob- 
jective to attack the left and rear of the 
assumed RED line. On the 19th the 33d 
Division will be transferred to the RED 
Forces with orders to meet and defeat 
this attack by the BLUES. There will re- 
sult a free maneuver on the Camp Custer 
reservation and surrounding country as a 
result of this situation. 

Camp Knox and Allegan Areas 

Detachments of the General Head- 
quarters Air Force, assigned to the RED 
Forces, will operate from August 1 to the 
termination of the maneuver as follows: 

First: Attack upon blue aviation instal- 
lations with a view to obtaining as com- 
plete control of the air as is practical. 

Second: Attacks upon the communi- 
eations and installations of the BLUE 
Forces with a view to embarassing the 
mobilization and delaying concentration. 

Third: Actual participation during 
combat of the ground forces and, at the 
same time, execution of such distant mis- 
sions into BLUE territory as may be 
advantageous. 

Detachments of the GHQ Air Force, 
assigned to Blue, and the Army anti-air- 
craft units will be given the mission of 
defense against such attacks. 

Observation aviation, assigned both 
Red and Blue Forces, will execute the 
normal missions of reconnaissance, and, 
during combat, air-ground liaison and 
direction of artillery fire. Smoke screens 
and the spraying of simulated mustard 
gas, with a view to developing defensive 
gas tactics, will be featured.

Battle Creek, Mich. 

Battle Creek, Mich., near where the 
Sixth Corps’ phase of the Second Army 
maneuvers will be held, tradition says, 
derived its name from the battles from 
the red man and the first white settlers. 

Lying at the confluence of the Battle 
Oreek and Kalamazoo Rivers in Southern 
Michigan, midway between Detroit and 
Chicago, the city has advanced from a 
small town, settled at first’ by hard pio- 
neers, to one of the country's most famous 
and productive manufacturing cities, 

Out of a population of over 50,000, 90 
per cent of the citizens are of American 
birth, and 75 per cent of them own their 
own homes, Within the city limits are 
175 miles of streets and 16 parks of un- 
usual beauty, covering 596 acres of land. 

Religion, patriotism and education have 
found a large degree of consideration in 
the growth of the city through the years 
and today the public school system, beau- 
tiful churches and public buildings rank 
with any similar city its size. 

Calhoun County, in which Battle Creek 
is located, has 85 lakes within its boun- 
daries, and four of these are within ten 
minutes’ drive from Battle Creek, while 
15 miles to the northwest is Gull Lake, a 
well-known summer resort.

as authorized in paragraph 62b, c, and d, AR 
605-5, will submit his application to the office 
of the Chief of Engineers, Washington, D. C., 
to arrive not later than October 1, 1936. No 
consideration will be given to any application 
for exemption after that date. 

5. In compliance with the provisions of 
Section 24e, National Defense Act, the 18 best 
qualified candidates selected will be ap- 
pointed and placed on the promotion list as 
follows: 

a. Selected candidates who are warrant offi- 
cers or enlisted men of the Regular Army 
of more than two years’ service will be ar- 
ranged according to their marks on the final 
examination, or according to age if marks are 
equal. 

b. Other selected candidates will be ar- 
ranged according to their marks on the final 
examination or according to age if marks are 
equal. 

ce. All of list a will be placed on the pro- 
motion list above those of list b. 

Medical Corps Non-Coms 

The first appointments in the Army 
Medical Corps under the increased grades 
and ratings bill were made July 20, 1936, 
when one master sergeant, twelve tech- 
nical sergeants and five staff sergeants 
were promoted. 

Between now and July 1, 1937, four 
more master sergeants and 51 staff ser- 
geants are scheduled for promotion. The 
twelve technical sergeant appointments 
allotted for the entire year were made in 
July. 

During the months of August, Septem- 
ber, October and November, 1936, one 
master sergeant is due for promotion each 
month, thus filling the vacancies allotted 
for the year. During the same four 
months, three staff sergeants are sched- 
uled for promotion with five promotions 
per month being slated for the following 
seven months. Four more staff sergeants 
will he promoted the first of July, 1937.

Customs Violations 


The Chief of the Bureau of Navigation 
has sent out the following letter to the 
Service regarding violations of customs 
regulations : 

1. The attention of the service at large is 
invited to the circumstances surrounding al 
leged violations of customs laws and the 
smuggling of goods into the United States. 

2. The Bureau of Navigation has been in 
formed through the Post Office Department 
of violations which have been determined by 
investigation within that Department. 

3. The circumstances set forth are as fol 
lows: 

Individuals in the employ of foreign con 
cerns Visit this country, contact naval per 
sonnel and civilians, and take orders for 
equipment, suitings and suits to be delivered 
at some future date. Delivery of goods takes 
place, by design, through the medium of 
United States men-of-war returning to the 
United States from foreign ports. The orders 
are filled, wrapped and addressed, but not 
stamped. This package is then placed in an 
outer package and this outer package is ad 
dressed to an individual, either an officer or 
enlisted man on board said ship, which is 
about to sail for the United States. The 
arrangement is apparently entered into by a 
representative of the company and the indi- 
vidual on board ship to receive the package 
and to mail it in the ship’s postoffice, with 
outer wrappings removed, after arrival at a 
port in the United States. United States 
postage is used. 

4. While any individual returning to the 
United States from a foreign port is allowed 
$100 worth of goods purchased abroad, duty 
free, and even though the contents of these 
packages and their value may be declared, the 
spirit of evasion of customs regulations is 
nevertheless present in that the exemption 
provided in the customs regulations is for 
goods purchased by the individual himself. 

5. Commanding Officers are directed to 
give wide publicity to the officers and men 
under their command of the contents of this 
circular letter.

Threaten Service Stores 


An attempt is being made by officials 
of the Territory of Hawaii, it was learned 
this week, to impose special local taxes 
upon the operation of the Post Exchanges 
and Ships’ Service Stores of the Army, 
Navy, and Marine Corps in the Islands. 
The tax, it is understood, is a payroll 
tax and it is aimed to apply it to the 
employees of the service sales stores and 
to domestic servants employed by Army 
and Navy personnel on duty in the terri- 
tory. 

So anxious are territory officials to 
make the tax stick that it is understood 
that Governor Poindexter took it up with 
Attorney General Cummings during his 
recent visit ‘to Washington in an effort to 
induce the head of the Department of 
Justice to put his stamp of legal approval 
on the move. 

Both Maj. Gen. Hugh A. Drum, Army 
Department Commander, and Rear Adm. 
Hl. Ic. Yarnell, commandant of the 14th 
Naval District, are deeply concerned with 
the threat and have communicated with 
their respective departments in an effort 
to uphold the service stores free in their 
operation from interference and at- 
tempted jurisdiction by local authorities. 
Neither service, it is understood, has 
authorized its command to pay the tax 
but have instructed them to collect it and 
hold the money in a special fund until 
the matter is ruled upon by higher au- 
thority. 

Meanwhile, both departments have 
turned the question over to their judge 
advocates for opinions. 

The officials of the territory contend 
that inasmuch as the islands are Federal 
territory that rules for local administra- 
tion apply to all Federal territory, in- 
cluding Army and Navy reservations. 


2 Killed, 8 Injured on Marblehead 

A board of investigation has been or- 
dered to inquire into the causes of a 
breach block casualty of a six inch gun 
of the USS Marblehead, July 28, 1936, in 
which two men were killed and eight 
seriously injured. From reports now in 
the Navy Department, it does not appear 
that any safety precautions were violated 
or that this accident was due to any per- 
sonal failure, the Department announced. 

The USS Marblehead, light cruiser, of 
Cruiser Division 2, Cruiser, Battle Force, 
commanded by Capt. C. W. Crosse, USN, 
was engaged in gunnery practices off San 
Diego where she has based since June 24. 

This is the first such accident aboard 
a Navy vessel since 1924. On June 12, 
1924, a similar accident aboard the USS 
Mississippi killed three officers and 44 
men and injured 9 others, and on Oct. 
20, 1924, aboard the USS Trenton one 
officer and 13 men were killed and six 
others injured. 

Those killed aboard the Marblehead 
were Percy W. Cofer, Boatswain’s Mate, 
2C, USN, and Leo S. Moranda, Seaman 
2C, USN. Those seriously injured were 
James Edwin Benedict, jr., Seaman 2C, 
USN; William A. Bradley, Seaman 1, 
USN; Rolland L. Curnow, Seaman 2C, 
USN; Edson L. Flower, Seaman 20C, 
USN; Robert W. Opie, Seaman 10, USN; 
John W. Overton, Seaman 2C, USN; Har- 
old V. Smallwood, Seaman 2C, USN: and 
William R. Thrift, Seaman 2C, USN. 


Farnsworth Pleads “Not Guilty” 

John S. Farnsworth, former lieutenant 
commander in the Navy, pleaded not 
guilty in the United States District Court 
Thursday, July 30, 1936, to charges of 
selling naval secrets to Japan. 

Held for want of payment of $10,000 
bond, Farnsworth was taken from the 
District of Columbia jail to police head- 
quarters and fingerprinted prior to his 
arraignment. 

Farnsworth, who is charged specifically 
with selling a confidential Navy publica- 
tion, “The Service of Information and 
Supply,” to a Japanese representative, 
denied he sold either the book or photo- 
static copies.

Army Foreign Service 

Army regulations (AR 615-210, Nov. 
25, 1931) have been changed as follows: 

1. AR 605-175. — Paragraph 2a and b is 
changed as follows: 

2. Length of tour; service counted as part 
of tour; extensions; reductions.—a. General. 
Except in case of insurrection or of actual or 
threatened hostilities, and subject to exten- 
sions or reductions as prescribed in ¢ and 4d 
below, the tour of duty on foreign service will 
be 2 years, which period does not include 
any time spent during the tour outside the 
territorial limits of the command in which 
serving. 

b. Dates of beginning and ending of tour. 

In all cases, the tour of foreign service, as 
prescribed above, will begin with the date 
on which the officer arrives in the oversea de 
partment and will end on the date he departs 
from the oversea department. The department 
commander is authorized to extend or curtail 
the tour not more than three months, or by 
the time between successive sailing dates of 
transports if such time is greater than three 
months, when necessary to make best use of 
transport accommodations to meet temporary 
emergencies. Points of departure from, or of 
return to, the continental limits of the United 
States are as follows: 

For Hawali, the Philippines, 
Alaska-—-Any Pacific port. 

For Puerto Rico or the Panama Canal Zone 

Any Atlantic, Pacific, or Gulf port. 

2. AR 615-210.—Paragraph 1b is changed as 
follows: 

b.In all cases the time counted as part of 
a tour of foreign service as prescribed above 
will begin with the date on which the en 
listed man arrives within the territorial 
limits of the command to which ordered for 
foreign service, and will terminate on the date 
on which he leaves such command otherwise 
then temporarily. The department com 
mander is authorized to extend or curtail the 
tour not more than three months, or by the 
time between successive sailing dates of 
transports if such time is greater than three 
months, when necessary to make best use of 
transport accommodations to meet temporary 
emergencies.

Letters to the Editor 
Favors Proposed Blues 
Editor, ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

With reference to the question of a re- 
turn to a blue dress uniform for our Army 
I wish to state that I am very much in 
favor of the proposition. 

From time immemorial suitable smart 
military attire has been the principal dis- 
tinguishing feature between the civilian 
and the soldier so far as the general pub- 
lic is concerned. A suitable dress uniform 
has long been recognized both at home and 
in Europe as an important factor in pro- 
moting at normal cost morale and esprit 
de corp, among military personnel. Note 
the frantic efforts In the past few years 
to doll up our service uniform by the addi- 
tion of doo-dads, hickies and gadgets in 
an effort to make it into a dress uniform. 
The result is a coat that is suitable neither 











as a dress uniform, due to its drab color, 
nor for a service coat because of lack of 
shoulder room for sohooting a rifle, 
handling a machine gun, ete. 

Appropriate and attractive military 
uniforms for parades, ceremonies, and 
similar public appearances create the im- 
pression of fitness and efficiency and an 
appeal that is of great psychological im- 
portance both to the public and the troops. 
This cannot be obtained by the present 
service uniform due to its drab color. This 
lack of a suitable dress uniform places 
the personnel of the Army, both commis- 
sioned and enlisted, at a conspicuous dis- 
advantage with the Navy and Marine 
Corps, particularly on formal and cere- 
monial occasions of an official or semi- 
official nature. 

Imagine West Point without a dress 
uinform. Anvone who has seen the trans- 
formation take place in an ROTC unit 
when supplied with a suitable cadet gray 
dress uniform in place of the issue olive 
drab will appreciate the effect on morale 
and esprit of a smart. snappy uniform of 
suitable color. This effect extended most 
favorably to faculty and parents. 

There is apparent a compelling need for 
a dress uniform for ordinary garrison 
wear, blue in winter, white in summer. At 
present a commanding officer cannot pre- 
scribe a suitable uniform for evening 
wear simply because none is prescribed 
in Army regulations, the old style stand- 
ing collar blues being “authorized” but 
not required by the War Department. The 
result is a conglamoration and mixture of 
uniforms and civilian clothing that is un- 
military, unattractive. and more expen- 
sive than a simple, dignified, blue dress 
uniform of lenel collar design would be. 

With regard to expense there seems to 
be no reason why a simple blue dress uni- 
form of coat, cap and trousers cannot be 
obtained for about half the price of the 
olive draf uniform every officer is now 
required to maintain for dress purposes. 
All good tailors will produce the bine coat 
for the same price as the olive drab and 
the blue trousers for about half the price 
of the pink breeches. Breeches are hard 
to make and hard to fit. In addition the 
olive drab outfit requires expensive boots 
($60 00 for imported) ; boot trees, $13 00: 
spurs and straps, $6.00: Sam Browne belt 
$18.00: cap $10.00, ete., to a total of 
$200.00 for a superior outfit. The bine 
cap, coat, trousers, and Wlack shoes would 
not cost over about $100.00. In other 
words a nice blue uniform complete. can 
be obtained for about half the cost of the 
present OD outfit every officer is required 
to keep for dress purposes, and then he 
hasn’t a real dress outfit due to drah 
color. If some one should suggest that 
the OD dress outfit can be used later for 
service he must remember that when he 
does this he has to replace it for dress 
purposes with a new OD outfit at around 
$200.00. 

The blues will be economical in the 
long run. The initial outlay would be 
something, it is true. But given a year 
to obtain the blues and consider how long 
they can be worn, the expense would be 
little. 

We need two uniforms, a work uniform 
and a dress uniform for both officers and 
enlisted men. No man can feel well 
dressed in the evening in the same clothes 
he has worked in all day, or the same type 
of clothing. He needs a change and feels 
hetter for having one. 

With regard to comfort every advan- 
tage seems to he in favor of a simple, but 
smart blue uniform of lapel collar design 
worn without the Sam Brown belt, as 
compared with the present OD uniform 
used for dress purposes with the accom 
panying stiff. heavy boots, spurs and 
Sam Browne belt. 

For the above and many other reasons, 
I am strongly in favor of an immediate 
return to a blue dress uniform for both 
officers and enlisted men.

Would Delay Army Dress Uniforms 
Editor, ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Regardless of the never-ending contro 
versies over the advantages and disad- 
vantages of adopting additional uniforms 
for various purposes, permit me to sub 
mit these queries: 


1. Is not the morale of our Army— even 








with its present uniform—in a highly 
satisfactory state? I venture the guess 
that a reference to the annual report of 
The Inspector General, or The Chief of 
Staff, will answer this in the affirmative. 

2. If inroads must be made into the de- 
pression-devalued salaries of ofticers — 
particularly our youngsters — would it 
not be more to the point to doll-up the 
mind rather than the body? 

Would not far greater benefit accrue, 
for example, to the country as well as to 
the oflicer, if each were required to main- 
tain at his own expense, a small but di- 
versified personal library—selection to be 
prescribed by the War Department, and 
the oflicer required to become reasonably 
familiar with their contents: Or, the 
mastery of a foreign language, as another 
example, 

We may as well face facts. Any con- 
templated single change in the existing 
uniform is only too likely to forecast later 
changes to meet this or that specific occa- 
sion—or to meet some unforeseen change 
in War Department policies. In other 
words, it may be expected to mean in- 
creased expenses for our younger oflicers, 
sooner or later. 

Why not leave our youngsters’ pocket- 
books intact—say, at least, for a five-year 
post-depression period?
